Brurjes returned last Satur­ 
day from iloquaim, Southwestern 
Washington, where he had been 
for the purpose of investigating the 
circum-tance' of the death of Chas, 
Kullmao, 
wlio 
was 
reported 
to 
have 
n drowned while rowing a 
skill up the river with the tide, on 
his w ay to u lumber camp with 
sample> belonging to a 
clotliing 
house, for the purpose of ti-king 
order«:, says 
the Warsaw Enter­ 
prise. 
The fatal accident to him 
happei ed 
atout four miles from 
Hoquaim, 
on 
a 
river 
of 
same 
name, 
where 
such 
accidents are 
quite frequent, on July 9, 1901. 
Some months after the accident 
it was reported in Benton county 
that Kullman had been seen by a 
commercial traveler in Mexico ; and 
again 
that he 
had been seen in 
Portland, which is sixty miles from 
Hoquaim. 
On investigation no one could be 
found in Benton county who had 
heard the commercial traveler say 
he had teen Kullman, nor anyone 
who knew him or his name. There 
were no causes either in Benton 
county or in Washington for his 
disappearance. 
The people about 
Hoquaim spent $500 in dynamite 
and otierwise in trying to recover 
his body, and the'c was no doubt 
of his death until t le y heard the 
rumors current in Benton county, 
which also included a report that 
he had leturred to Missouri. 
The drowning was known from 
ficding Kullman’ s hat, mackintosh 
and clothing sample3. 
The skiff 
was one that was hard to manage 
in tide w’ater. 
He had no money 
belonging to the clothing house, 
and his employer says he could have 
had considerable of his money and 
that he had no suspicion that he 
had absconded. 
Mr. Brunjes obtained a number 
of affidavits which makes a very 
strong case of circumstantial evi­ 
dence, which will be presented to 
the Maccabees and the two W ood­ 
men orders, all of which Kullman 
was a member of and in which he 
carried policies of insurance aggre­ 
gating i5,ooo. 
A fter investigating all the cir­ 
cumstances, Mr. Brunjes expresses 
his opinion that the 
evidence of 
Kullman’s death is as conclusive as 
it could be without the finding of 
the bcdy, and that the policies, 
which are in favor of his mother, 
will probably be paid without liti­ 
gation. 
Charles Kullman 
was born in 
Cole Camp township,south of Cole 
Camp, and was one of twelve chil­ 
dren of Fred Kullman, who was
